Ludwig IIL renounced his throne 
as King of Bavaria on November 16, 
1916, having held it a scant three 
years. 
D isaster broke heavily on the 
venerable ruler as 
his wife, Maria 
Theresa, who was Princess Royal of 
H ungary and Bohemia 
died on the 
same day. 
A fter his abdication Ludwig Hod to 
Switzerland and later to the A ustrian 
Tyrol, with other members of the 
royal household. At one time he was 
reported to be living at the Castle of 
Vaduz under a fictitious name, and 
also to have been driven to the Alps 
by Sparticides. 
In March, 1919, he

Government to reside at Zizers, and 
thither he went a few days later to 
take up his residence.
